last Sunday, again, the Milwaukee Journal printed an article in the 
editorial page about the CIA "Blow to Credibility." It was horrified 
that the missionaries, some correspondents had made loyal contributions 
toward maintaining a strong and healthy U.S. The press condemns the 
missionaries, the businessmen, and the correspondents for their work, 
their loyalty. But it prints classied materiel given to them by the 
leaker s in congress, the Elsbergs, the Andersons, the Pikes, and the 
Churches... what double standards. 

Journal quotes* "The accusationof the CIA*s bankrolling a few journalists 
has put other newspeople in the same boat" I ask* Of what are you 
ashamed? Why make’ an issue of it? Why publish it? For the Communists? 

Journal quotes* "The worth of the individual in democratic states remains 
a tremendous magnet to those who are subjected to a state controlled 
regimented existence." Now everyoneknows that this is a •true statement, 
but what in the world has this to do with the CIA or intelligence gather- 
ing? I would rather explain this statement by saying thatthose who con- 
tribute to the CIA, realize fthat a democratic state is all about. 

If the Journal and other news agencies are so naive as to take the stance 
that missionaries and writers, and businessmen should be above having 
the interest at heart, or consider its as less than first priority to 
assist, then they should be called fools. If anyone can divorce him or 
herself from loyalty to his country so that he refuses to support or 
hel it, I*d say that he is a sorry citizen. What is good citizenship 
all about? Has the media set a new standard for layalty and patriatisra, 
a new meaning? If the media had never made a big stink about it all, 
v/ho in the hell would have known about it. The press would sell their 
peers, discredit the press, all for the sake of a headline. I question* 
Whose side are you on? or. On whose sise are you? 


What upsets me, however, is the continuous discrediting of the CIA of 
the FBI and NSA, and of the police and the intelligence agencies, by the 
ar.ti-press. Why?
